Plan Door Locations 
To Av oid Waste Area 


In the designing of small homes, 
the location and number of doors 
are important, since the arc of the 
swing is wasted area. 
Where 
there 
are too many 
doors, the owner is likely to be 
confronted with a serious problem 
of furniture placement. It should 
also be remembered that the more 
doors a room contains, the more 
through traffic it will have. 
W herever possible, doors should 
be located in com ers so they will 
swing through an arc of only 90 
degrees and thus use a minimum 
of floor area. 
The location of doors in a small 
house is even more im portant when 
living space must be used as a 
passageway, according to officials 
of the Federal Housing Adminis­ 
tration. 
For convenient passage, space 
must be free of furniture. When 
doors leading to rooms between 
which there is frequent communi­ 
cation are placed diagonally op­ 
posite, the location of furniture is 
made difficult. 


Many Owner-Builders 
Are Contractors, Too 


• An unprecedented number of 
families building new homes are 
serving as their own builders and 
contractors, in many cases doing 
much of the construction work 
themselves. 
Preliminary results of a survey 
by the housing and home finance 
agency, Washington, D. C., show 
that owner-builders accounted for 
60 per cent of the homes started 
in nonmetropolitan areas during 
1949. The figure is ex pected to be 
even higher when 1950 statistics 
are tabulated. 
An owner-builder is described 
as one who erects a house for his 
own occupancy or for occupancy 
by close relatives, and does all his 
own general contracting.

Lack of putty and paint on the 
frames of windows may cause 
cracked glass.

Special Cements 
For Tile Repairs 


Special tile cements are used to 
replace broken or loose tiles in 
bathroom floors and walls. You 
can obtain these m aterials from 
plumbing 
or 
building 
supply 
houses or hardware dealers. 
All 
loose 
cement should 
be 
cleaned off with a wire brush. 
Then wet the displaced or new 
tile, apply cement to the back 
and press it into place. It can be 
tapped level with adjoining tiles 
by placing a smooth board over 
it and tapping gently with a ham­ 
mer. 
Patching cement is used to fill 
the joints after the tile is set. This 
patching m aterial is mix ed to 
about the consistency of thick 
paint and wiped over the surface 
and into the joints. Before this is 
thoroughly dry, wipe off the ex ­ 
cess with a damp cloth. 
Tiles on walls usually are set in 
a m ortar mix ed with one part of 
Portland cement, two parts of 
sand and w ater to the amount 
required. To this, 15 per cent of 
hydrated lime is added for floor 
tiles. The use of prepared tile 
cements is more practicable for 
minor repairs.

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POWER STRUGGLE 
The Ju ly l’tth issu e of U. S. News an d 
World Report carries a reprin t of an excel­ 
len t article by Bertram D. Wolfe which first 
appeared in Foreign Affairs. Wolfe, an ex­ 
pert on affairs in sid e Ru ssia, gives an illu mi­ 
n atin g backgrou n d on the stru ggle for power 
in sid e the Kremlin sin ce Stalin ’s d eath. The 
article helps to explain the recen t u pheavel 
which has resu lted in the arrest an d d en u n ­ 
ciation of Laveren ti Beria, former chief of 
the Soviet secret police, as a spy an d a 
traitor. 
When Stalin d ied Malen kov had a head 
start in the race for power. Beria, while 
still n ot ou t of the pictu re, was d efin itely a 
d ark horse. The Ru ssian began a campaign 
to glorify Malen kov, the same techn iqu e it 
had u sed to make a livin g legen d of Stalin . 
After a time, however, the n ames of Beria 
an d Molotov began to appear as frequ en tly 
an d promin en tly in the papers as d id Malen ­ 
kov’s. The n ews that Malen kov had been 
removed from his post as gen eral secretary 
of the Cofhmu n ist Party, osten sibly at his 
own requ est, in d icated that Beria’s star was 
again on the rise. 
Bu t in the years that he had spen t as 
Stalin ’s d isciple an d as a powerfu l force in 
the Commu n ist Party, Malen kov had learn ed 
all the tricks n ecessary to u n seat his rival. 
Party agen ts were strategically placed in the 
Army an d in Beria’s own secret police or­ 
gan ization . 
The most sign ifican t poin t mad e in Wolfe’s 
article was the fact that a legitimate policy 
of su ccession to power in a totalitarian state 
is impossible. In a d emocracy, even in an 
absolu te mon archy, there are d efin ite ru les 
which say who shall su cceed the chief of 
state u pon his d eath. In a d ictatorship, with 
n o legitimate system of su ccession , a stru g­ 
gle for power is in evitable. In the past this 
has led to the d own fall of absolu te states. It 
may again .

When 1 lived in Chin a, it w as a common sight 
to see A beggin g mon k walk the streets with a 
stick a t the en d of which was a n ail. He u sed this 
stick to pick u p every scrap of prin ted paper, 
which he pu t in a bag. W hat he d id with these 
u seless scraps of paper, plu cked ou t of the filth 
of the streets, I d o n ot kn ow. They were probably 
pu t in book cemeteries of which th£ re are man y 
in Asia. In su ch a cou n try as Chin a, perhaps they 
are eaten by mice an d rats. 
The Gen i2ah of Cairo an d other book ceme­ 
teries in Egypt an d Asia Min or have proved very 
valu able, particu larly as regard s the Bible an d 
the writin gs of the early Christian s. Dr. Solomon 
Schechter, late presid en t of the Jewish Theological 
Semin ary, achieved an ou tstan d in g repu tation for 
his work amon g these rescu ed man u scripts. 
Of cou rse, in those an cien t d ays, books were 
w ritten on .parchmen t, papyru s, an d even leather. 
Some of the man u scripts of parts of the Bible re­ 
cen tly fou n d in a cave in Jord an are on leather. 
Books were few, w ritten slowly an d thou ghtfu lly, 
an d their reprod u ction was laboriou s an d a task 
of love. 
• 
In recen t years, books rain u pon u s to keep the 
presses ru n n in g an d the overhead low. Man y of 
these books, particu larly the paper ed ition s that 
can be bou ght in every d ru g an d station ery store 
an d even in au tomatic ven d in g machin es, are n ot 
u su ally works of scholarship n or can they be 
classed exactly as literatu re. They are commercial 
prod u cts in a mass prod u ction med iu m. 
The plethora of d etective stories, crime n ovels, 
all of a kin d , w ritten often m harsh lan gu age u n ­ 
u su al amon g d ecen t people, forces u pon u s the 
problem of how to keep them from you n g chil­ 
d ren . The sex stories are atrocities of the prin ted 
word . I fear I am as gu ilty as Presid en t Eisen ­ 
hower of read in g d etective stories occasion ally. 
When Chic Sale’s ou t-hou ses were the fashion , 
they cou ld , after bein g read , he u sed as a su bsti­ 
tu te for the Sears catalogu e. That u se is n ot for 
ou r gen eration . 
I heard a pu blisher recen tly say in an awed 
voice that n o book shou ld be bu rn ed . I immed iate­ 
ly thou ght of my vast collection of books on Chin a. 
Un fortu n ately for my peace of min d , I pu rchase 
every book that comes on the m arket d ealin g with 
Chin a. Du rin g the past 20 years, most of them j 
have been bad ly d on e, jou rn alistic efforts of a i 
p ro p ag an d ist n atu re. As I weed them ou t, I pu t 
them in the attic of a garage. My son u ses part 
of that attic for other pu rposes an d he has n ow 
issu ed an u ltimatu m that my weed ed -ou t books 
are en croachin g on his d omain . 
So I have been goin g throu gh this stu ff to see 
w hat I can con tribu te to a small library. Some of 
these books I wou ld n ot pass on to a blin d man . 
So what shall I d o with them? Of cou rse, I phall 
u se them aa wastepaper to help bu ild the fire in 
my barbecu e.

WEATHER TO ORDER 
The d ay may come when men stop talk­ 
in g abou t the weather an d d o somethin g 
abou t it.

PROTECTING HEALTH OF BLOOD DONORS 
Some mon ths ago I w’rote abou t the ad vice 
given by physician s to blood d on ors for Red Cross 
or hospital n eed s. Amon g the su ggestion s was that 
blood d on ors shou ld n ot give blood too often , first 
for their ow-n health an d also for the patien t or 
for the blood ban k. The examin ation of the blood 
of the frequ en t d on or shou ld be mad e at each visit 
to make su re of these two poin ts. 
Du rin g the flu epid emic of 1918-19, physician s 
were takin g a little blood from each flu patien t 
that had recovered an d in jected it in to the vein 
of patien ts seriou sly ill with flu an d who had a 
high tem peratu re. It was fou n d that this blood 
from a recovered flu patien t, becau se it was load ed 
with an ti-flu bod ies, lowered the tem peratu re of 
seriou sly ill flu patien ts an d thereby preven ted 
complication s of pn eu mon ia an d heart d isease. 
Even when small qu an tities of blood are ob­ 
tain ed from healthy in d ivid u als, some of them feel 
sick an d fain f, an d heartbeat is weak. In blood 
d on ors givin g a half-pin t of blood each time, it is 
fou n d that in some in d ivid u als the pu lse at wrist 
is lost or n early lost so that some method of early 
restoration of the wrist* pu lse mu st be sou ght. 
In the New Jersey Med ical Society Jou rn al, 
Tren ton , Dr. T. K. Rathwell states that for the 
past year a portable oxygen tan k with an in hala­ 
tion mask has been perman en tly assign ed to the 
blood d on or room at his hospital. It is u sed on an y 
d on or who shows an y loss of w rist pu lse or other 
sign s of severe shock followin g his d on ation of 
blood . Oxygen is ad min istered at the rate of 10 
litres (a litre is a little more thap a qu art) per 
min u te throu gh a re-breathin g face mask. This 
treatm en t for two min u tes, or lon ger if n ecessary, 
brin gs abou t a rapid restoration of the d on or's 
wrist or other su rface pu lse, color, clearn ess of 
min d an d sen se of well-bein g. 
Oxygen is life an d to have this oxygen tan k an d 
in halation mask immed iately available after the 
givin g of blood n ot* on ly preven ts severe shock bu t 
restores the d on or’s blood u p to, or n early to n or­ 
mal an d the sen se of well-bein g, that makes him 
soon forget his fain tn ess or weakn ess from loss of 
blood or from shock. 
Asid e from an y w ar n eed s, there are always 
accid en ts — flood s, train , ship, airplan e—happen in g 
wfhich mean heavy calls on the blood ban ks stored 
by the Red Cross an d ou r hospitals. To have blood 
read y for emergen cies becau se blood d on ors are 
carefu lly selected an d protected from immed iate or 
fu tu re weakn ess, thu s makin g more frequ en t d on a­ 
tion s possible, is gratifyin g to u s all.

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POWER STRUGGLE 
The July ltth issue of U. S. News and 
World Report carries a reprint of an excel­ 
lent article by Bertram D. Wolfe which first 
appeared in Foreign Affairs. Wolfe, an ex­ 
pert on affairs inside Russia, gives an illumi­ 
nating background on the struggle for power 
inside the Kremlin since Stalin’s death. The 
article helps to explain the recent upheavel 
which has resulted in the arrest and denun­ 
ciation of Laverenti Beria, former chief of 
the Soviet secret police, as a spy and a 
traitor. 
When Stalin died Malenkov had a head 
start in the race for power. Beria, while 
still not out of the picture, was definitely a 
dark horse. The Russian began a campaign 
to glorify Malenkov, the same technique it 
had used to make a living legend of Stalin. 
After a time, however, the names of Beria 
and Molotov began to appear as frequently 
and prominently in the papers as did Malen­ 
kov’s. The news that Malenkov had been 
removed from his post as general secretary 
of the Cofnmunist Party, ostensibly at his 
own request, indicated that Bella’s star was 
again on the rise. 
But in the years that he had spent as 
Stalin’s disciple and as a powerful force in 
the Communist Party, Malenkov had learned 
all the tricks necessary to unseat his rival. 
Party agents were strategically placed in the 
Army and in Beria’s own secret police or­ 
ganization. 
The most significant point made in Wolfe’s 
article was the fact that a legitimate policy 
of succession to power in a totalitarian state 
is impossible. In a democracy, even in an 
absolute monarchy, there are definite rules 
which say who shall succeed the chief of 
state upon his death. In a dictatorship, with 
no legitimate system of succession, a strug­ 
gle for power is inevitable. In the past this 
has led to the downfall of absolute states. It 
may again. 


YOUR DIMES HELPED 
News pictures of crowds waiting in line in 
inoculation stations in Alabama have been 
impressive.

authorities may get the beginnings of knowl­ 
edge as to how effective this approach to the 
polio problem really is. If the inoculations 
are successful many lives will be saved in 
Alabama and valuable information will be 
gained which will help to save people in all 
parts of the world from the deadly and crip­ 
pling effects of polio.

"These Days*

THE PRINTED WORD 
When I lived in China, it was a common sight 
to see a begging monk walk the streets with a 
stick at the end of which was a nail. He used this 
stick to pick up every scrap of printed paper, 
which he put in a bag. What he did with these 
useless scraps of paper, plucked out of the filth 
of the streets, I do not know. They were probably 
put in book cemeteries of which there are many 
in Asia. In such a country as China, perhaps they 
are eaten by mice and rats. 
The Genizah of Cairo and other book ceme­ 
teries in Egypt and Asia Minor have proved very 
valuable, particularly as regards the Bible and 
the writings of the early Christians. Dr. Solomon 
Schechter, late president of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary, achieved an outstanding reputation for 
his work among these rescued manuscripts. 
Of course, in those ancient days, books were 
written on .parchment, papyrus, and even leather. 
Some of the manuscripts of parts of the Bible re­ 
cently found in a cave in Jordan arc on leather. 
Books were few, written slowly and thoughtfully, 
and their reproduction was laborious and a task 
of love. 
* 
In recent years, books rain upon us to keep the j 
presses running and the overhead low. Many of 
these books, particularly the paper editions that 
can be bought in every drug and stationery store 
and even in automatic vending machines, are not 
usually works of scholarship nor can they be 
classed exactly as literature. They are commercial 
products in a mass production medium. 
The plethora of detective stories, crime novels, 
all of a kind, written often in harsh language un­ 
usual among decent people, forces upon us the 
problem of how to keep them from young chil­ 
dren. The sex stories are atrocities of the printed 
word. I fear I am as guilty as President Eisen­ 
hower of reading detective stories occasionally. 
When Chic Sale’s out-houses were the fashion, 
they could, after being read, he used as a substi­ 
tute for the Sears catalogue. That use is not for 
our generation. 
I heard a publisher recently say in an awed 
voice that no book should be burned. I immediate­ 
ly thought of my vast collection of books on China. 
Unfortunately for my peace of mind. I purchase 
every book that comes on the market dealing with 
China. During the past 20 years, most of them 
have been badly done, journalistic efforts of a 
propagandist^ nature. As I weed them out, I put 
them in the attic of a garage. My son uses part 
of that attic for other purposes and he has now 
issued an ultimatum that my weedcd-out books 
are encroaching on his domain. 
So I have been going through this stuff lo see 
what I can contribute to a small library. Some of 
these books I would not pass on to a blind man. 
So what shall I do with them? Of course, I ¿hall 
use them as wastepaper to help build the fire in 
my barbecue. In some of them, there is not a word 
of truth and their only value is as paper.’ 
I recently tried to sell a lot of this stufT and 
piles of old magazines and newspapers to a junk 
dealer. He would not touch them up here m the 
hills unless I paid him to cart them away. He said 
the price of wastepaper was so low that it would 
not pay gasoline charges. I did not investigate. 
Maybe he was trying to get a couple of dollars 
out of me, which I could use for cigars to better 
purnose. 
So, some day I shall make a bonfire of all this 
stuff, including some of my own ancient manu­ 
scripts which represent hours of conceit and feed­ 
ing the ego. Perhaps I shall not make a bonfire, 
but bury the stuff in the woods to let nature take 
its course.

WEATHER TO ORDER 
The day may come when men stop talk­ 
ing about the weather and do something 
about it. At least Dr. Harry Wexler, chief 
of the Scientific Services Division of the 
United States Weather Bureau, believes that 
the time may come when he will be able to 
altér the weather. 
Dr. Wexler contends that while the sun is 
responsible for weather, there are other fac­ 
tors in the atmosphere which interfere with 
the radiation of the sun — factors such as 
the amount of dust and carbon dioxide pres­ 
ent. If man could get platforms out in space, 
above the atmosphere, Dr. Wexler said, he 


PROTECTING HEALTH OF BLOOD DONORS 
Some months ago I wrote about the advice 
given by physicians to blood donors for Red Cross 
or hospital needs. Among the suggestions was that 
blood donors should not give blood too often, first 
for their own health and also for the patient or 
for the blood bank. The examination of the blood I 
of the frequent donor should be made at each visit I 
to make sure of these two points. 
During the fiu epidemic of 1918-19, physicians 
were taking a little blood from each flu patient 
that had recovered and injected it into the vein 
of patients seriously ill with fiu and who had a 
high temperature. It was found that this blood 
from a recovered flu patient, because it was loaded 
with anti-flu bodies, lowered the temperature of 
seriously ill flu patients and thereby prevented 
complications of pneumonia and heart disease. 
Even when small quantities of blood are ob­ 
tained from healthy individuals, some of them feel 
sick and faint, and heartbeat is weak. In blood 
donors giving a half-pint of blood each time, it is 
found that in some individuals the pulse at wrist 
is lost or nearly lost so that some method of early 
restoration of the wrist*pulse must be sought. 
In the New' Jersey Medical Society Journal, 
Trenton, Dr. T. K. Rathvvell states that for the 
past year a portable oxygen tank with an inhala­ 
tion mask has been permanently assigned to the 
blood donor room at his hospital. It is used on any 
donor who shows any loss of wrist pulse or other 
signs of severe shock following his donation of 
blood. Oxygen is administered at the rate of 10 
litres (a litre is a little more thap a quart) per 
minute through a re-breathing face mask. This 
treatment, for two minutes, or longer if necessary, 
brings about a rapid restoration of the donor’s 
wrist or other surface pulse, color, clearness of 
mind and sense of well-being.
